Dr. Friedmann Says He Also Can | 
Confer Absolute Immunity. 


PRODUCES FORMER VICTIMS. 


Physician Explains Discovery to Ber- 
lin Medical Society. 


fer CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 16.—If Friedrich Franz 
Friedmann, a Berlin physician, has accom- 
plished what he asserts he not only has 
reached the goal that has been the heart’sde- 
sire of every bacteriologist and physician 
since Robert Koch but has also gone beyond 
ft to a euccess hitherto hardly dreamed of. 

Dr. Friedmann asserts he has not only dis- 
covered a cure for tuberculosis in every form 
but also that an inoculation with his remedy 
confers absolute immunity from the white 
scourge. How long this immunity persists 
he admits that he is unable to say, but he 
points out that no physician is able to say 
how long vaccination confers immunity 
against smallpox. 

Explains Remedy to Medics. 

Dr. Friedmann, who has been working for. 
several years along these jincs, has just an- 
notnced the results of this research. The 
revolutionary nature of his assertions ap- 
pears likely to divide the world’s physiciang 
into two camps. 

At a meeting of the Berlin Medical society 
this week Dr. Friedmann explained the rem- 
edy and produced patients alleged to have 
been cured. 

Dr. Koch, who discovered the tubercle 
bacillua, experimented, M will be remem- 
bered, with methods of curing tuberculosis 
by the employment of bacilll, but was balked 
in an attempt to employ living bacill by the 
impossibility of depriving them of virulence. 

The result of hia experiments was that 
tuberculin was obtained by reducing bacil- 
hus cultures to about a tenth of their bulk 
by mechanical means and then filtering. 

It was believed at first thet he had discov- 
ered a cure, but there are today few physi- 
elans who regard tuberculin as of any 
marked efficacy, while posaibly the majority 
reject it altegether.

worthy of consideration 4s curative agents, 
and efforts have been directed toward mabk- 
ing them nonvirulent and at the same time

Edmond Thery Sees Disaster if

Economist Talks of Conflict from Ef. 
fect on World’s Business. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—Under the heading, 
What a Great European War Would Really 
Edmond Thery, president of the Asso- 
clation of Economic and Financial Press, has 
just published an important article which 
deals with the matter from the standpoint of 
its effect on the world's business. 

The war in eastern Europe reproduces,” 
he says, on a small scale the horrible speo- 
tacle that Europe would present if the great 
military nations came toa conflict. Instead 
of being fought between small standing 
armies, as formerly, such a war would engage 
real national armies, including the whole of 
the able bodied citizens of the countries con- 
cerned.

“These securities increase annually by 
four, to five thousand millions, and from the 
easé with ‘which they can be converted into 
money, circulate from hand to hand, just lke 
coinage. The same thing applies to bank 
notes, checks, and bills of exchange.

ilbert K. Chesterton Says a “Frankly 
Heathen Government” Should Wot 
Try to Regulate Peoples’ Morals,

LONDON, Now. 16—The report of the 
royal commission on divorce. though duly 
noticed by the editorials in the newspapers, 
has not yet received much attention from 
the general public. Gilbert K. Chesterton, 
the author, whose opinion on all mattérs of 
general public interest is eagerly sought. 
says: 

When I was a boy the only freedom the 
moderns seemed to fancy was suicide or the 
failure of life. The moderns have brightened 
up a bit, Their idea of freedom now is only 
divorce or the failure of love. That success 
is rather more free than failure and 10.009 
times more common, they cannot grasp yet. 

“For the present I am against govern- 
ments meddling in these long moral issues. 
I do not think a frankly heathen state ought 
to forbid divorce or suicide, but the whole 
Christian populace will permanently resist 
both and will continue to do eo till you liter- 
ally make them slaves.”

LONDON, Nov. 16—The general advance 
cf the Bulgarian army upon the Turkish 
lines at Tchatalja, the main obstacle between 
it and Constantinople, has commenced, and, 
according to Sofia reports, already has met 
with some success. 

The Bulgarians aim at attacking the forte 
of which the line is composed, simuitaneous- 
ly, and with that object the army is 
stretched acroas the penine With every 
available piece of artillery t could be 
gathered it is marching straight toward the 
works, which until the Turks suffered the 
series of awful defeats, were considered by 
military experts impregnabie. 


Bulgars Occupy Three Towns. 

The advance guards of this great army 
of invasion have already reached the village 
of Lazarikeul, near Lake Derkos, on the 
Turkish right, the town of Tchatalja, facing 
the center of the line. which takes its name 
from the town, and Arnautkeul further te 
the south and near to the sea of Marmors. 

All these places have been occupied and 
from Arnautkeui the Bulgarian artillery is 
shelling Biyuk Chekmedye, where there are 
two Turkish forts, composing the extreme 
left of the Turkish line. 

At other points, too, the guns have begun 
to speak, and from the hille around Con- 
stantinople firing can be heard. 

Some small reconnoitering parties have 
around the flank of the Turks’ right and

Turk Defenses in Bad Shape. 

Those who have visited the Turkish front 
daffer considerably as to the ability of the 
éefenders to hold the forts. 

Some declare that the Turks, strengthened 
by reinforcements with an abundance of am- 
munition and provisions, will make a good 
stand, while others cannot believe an army 
still containing remnants of forces so badly 
beaten in previous engagements can hold 


out. 
In addition cholera has invaded the camp 


to further decimate and dishearten them, 
And again the Bulgarians will have the ad- 
vantage of superior artillery. 

However, unless the Turks give up with- 
out a fight there will be a battle, if possibile 
more sanguinary than any that has pre- 
ceded it, before peacemakers succeed in their 

efforts to end the conflict. 

Although the cost in life will be heavy, the 
Bulgarians would like to have the battle de- 
cided before an armistice is arranged, be- 
cause with the Turks beaten in their last 
ditch it would be a long time before they 
could make further trouble for their neigh- 
bors. 


‘Turk Forces Balk Allies, 

Scuteri, Adrianople, and Monastir are still 
holding out against the allies, who keep up 
their bombardments. The Greeks are now 
heading toward Janina, and the Montene 
grins, according to an unconfirmed report, 
have beaten the Servians in the race to Gag 
Giovanni di Medusa, which, it is said, they 
have taken. 

Constantinople, at the gates of which the 
Bulgarians are knorking, is now a city of 
sick, wounded, and hungry refugees. With 
the thousands of wounded, in addition te 
cholera patients, all the hospitals are over- 
taxed. Some relief has been afforded by the 
action of the government in sending many 
refugees to Agia Minor. 


Arrest Pugnacious Young Turks. 

A revolution has been added to the other 
troubies of the Turkish government. The 
Young Turks, on whom much of the blame ise 
placed for disaster, are suspected of being 
concerned in a movement to overthrow the 
government, and a section of them in e plot te 
restore the ex-eultan, Abdul Hamid, te the 
throne. , 

The government has taken drastic action 
against the suspects, many of whom have 
been arrested, including Demel Bey, ex 
minister of the intertor.

_ Arguments that women's euffrage would 
end the chivalry shown by the men of the 
Titanic wes cormtested by Migs Jane Addams. 
“The Titanic disaster has been quoted 
against woman suffrage,” she said. But 
there were women from Colerade, from New 
Zealand, and Austrata emong these who 
were saved. In times such as that men do 
not ask, ‘Madam, heve you the vote? Do 
you come from, Kansas, where they have 
suffrage? The chivalrous relation of men 
to women and children goes back too far to 
be changed by anything eo comperatively 
triviel as the ballot.

ETRUIT, Mich. [Special Correspond- 
ence.J—Detrolt, the heart of the au- 
tomobile industry, is jubilant, and with 
good reason, for the city has captured | 
the United States Motors company 

almost completely, and the cars of the com- 
pany, with one ¢xception, will be manufac- 
tured in Detroit, bringing into business aq- 
tivity the Brush and Alden Sampson plants. 
Walter E. Flanders is the man who turned 
the trick, and Mr. Flanders will be president 
of the reorganized company, employing not 
only his present great sales force, but also 
hundreds of others in the clerical and engi- 
neering departments, many of whom will be 
brought from the east. 

The United States Motors company will 
employ something like 8,000 men in the De- 
troit factories. The offices of the company, 
removed from New York, will be located in 
the new Flanders block at the corner of 
Woodward and Warren avenues, now in 
course of completion. For many weeks 
doubts of the success of Mr. Flanders in his 
efforts were expressed freely on all sides. 
for it was understood that the difference 
be:ween the parties In the deal were $750,000, 
Thie matter is declared to have been settled 
in favor of Mr. Flanders for the entire 
three-quarters of a million.

Wil- 
nam Russell Allen, who has owned Bingara 
singe that sire was a 2 year old, and who 
has seen his get trained on the half mile track

the character of soil of Lamar county, Mis- 
sissippi. Also the nature of the soil and 
crops in the southern part of Jackson county, 
Mississippi.

No soil survey of Lamar county is avall- 
able. The southern part of Jackson county, 
known as the Scranton area, is almost a level 
plain, only a few feet above sea level. In 
general this portion is so flat and poorly 


months at a time, and the soils are conse- 
quently more or less swampy and dark col- 
ored. Toward the north, however, the land 
is better drained. 

The Pascagoula river divides the county 
inte two nearly equal parts, winding through 
a swamp and marsh about four miles wide 
the entire length of the area.

Poultry wants plenty of shade in summer, 
and in constructing runs this must have con- 
sideration. Trees in or adjacent to the pens 
or sunflower or other plants are commonly 
and succesfully used for this purpose. Small. 
low runs may de partly covered with canvas 
or roofing paper or vines may be planted so 
as to give the hens a shady retreat. Comfort 
is an important factor in keeping the flock in 
the best laying condition, and this is just as 
necessary in the run as it isthe laying house. 


Confined hens require more exercise than 
pullets of the same breed. as they are in- 
cliried to fatten more rapidly. By giving the 
hens a deeper litter to scratch in they are 
compelled to work harder for their food, and 
the feeds; both grains and mashés, should 


contain less fattening matter.

Strange as it may seem, it is a well known 
fact among authorities on poultry raising 
that confined poultry when properly housed, 
fed, and cared for will average a larger per- 
centage of eggw than those on large range, 
The vitality of the offeprings may in time be

Chicago, III. -[ Back to the Land Bureau. 
I would appreciate any information you can 
give me concerning the country in the neigh- 
borhood of Wichita, Kas. How does the 
climate compare with that of Chicago?

The Wichita area includes 320 square miles 
in the southern part of Sedgwick county. 
Farmers pay particular attention to raising 
corn, wheat, and cattle. Despite the fertility 
of the scil, the history of the agriculturist 
is anything but a tale of unalloyed pros- 
perity.. Hardships are entailed by reason of 
severe droughts and occasional visita tions 
gtasshoppers. : ? 

The droughte are usually accompanied by 
ecorching winds from the more arid country 
to the west and south, and at such times the 
crops shrivel in the fields. The rainfall is 
heaviest during the growing season and is 
usvally sufficient for maturing the crops. 
The average mean tempetature for August 
is 78.8 and for February 82.2. The elevation 
of the western district is from 1,200 to 1,400 
feet abovo thesea. The land is rolling prairie, 


relieved by a few shallow streame and 


clumps of cottonwood, | 

Ferhaps the best soil for agricultural pur- 
posts is the Derby, loam and mellow, yellow- 
ish brown silty ham. 

In the Sedgwick clay loam td another n- 
portant soil. Fruit trees show sturdy growth, 
althoug’ little fruit is grown for market. 
Another soil, and one well adapted to alfalfa, 
is the Arkansas loam, which is dark and fine 
grained, but inclined to be a trifie sticky. 

The Miami sand, which ise found mn abun- 
dance, is adapted to early truck and melon 
growing. An investigation of the adapta- 
bility of the soils, especially the Arkansas 
loam, for the sugar beet industry is now in 
progress and gratifying results are expected.

Millions of acres of fertile prairie land are 
available for free homesteads in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
where the crop averages have been during 
the last ten yeare 20 bushels an acre for 
wheat and from 80 to 110 bushels an acre for 
oats. Bight thousand homestende were 
opened up about a year ago in the territory 
penetrated by the Grand Trunk railwey: 
While many of the most desirable tracts were 
snapped up immediately, there is still plenty 
of room for the prospective settler. A suffi- 
cient supply of good water is obtainable 
throughout the interior territory, while fuel 
coal, known a4 lignite, is mined near Ed- 
monton and Tofield. 

The country is neither unsightly nor arid, 
but gently rolling and abounding in fresh 
or slightly alkaline lakes The land is e- 
pecially adapted for mixed farming—natural 
grasees being abundant and nutritious for 
stock.

Have 
a hot griddie ready as for breakfast cakes, 
and pour upon it enough batter to make a 
cake of the eise of a dessert plate. Bake 
toa light brown. These may. be buttered 
‘and served at once, hot, or left to get cold. 
They will keep for several days. When 
they are to be eaten, toast and butter them. 


“ CRUMPETS—Make a pint of milk, one 
egg, and @ little salt into a batter with flour 
to thicken it to a right consistency. Do 
not get it too thin: Bake in rings upon the 
griddie over fire or gab. Brown them light- 


* ly on both sides. These, too, may be eaten 


hot or left until they are needed. They 
will be good for two or three days.

“TO GET RID OF THAT GREASE 


SPOT: Brush out the dust that inevitably | 


settles upon oily substances and, once 
there, sticks. This done, sponge with pure 
chicroform. i have yet to see the grease 
that was obstinate under this simple treat- 
ment. 

“TO CLEAN AND WHITEN PIANO 
KEYS: I note that you advise steeping 
strips of canton flannel in oxalic acid and 
laying them upon the ivory.

$15 a month. We have no spare rooms, but 
room enough for our family of three. 

„% We lay aside one-quarter of my salary 
and never touch it for anything. That leaves 
us three-quarters for rent, gas, and gro- 
ceries, and often we save some of that by 
careful planning, which my wife can surely 
do. 

“Then we fixed up one-half of the wood 
shed. for a chicken coop, and with some 
chicken wire made a little run for our fifteen 
hens.

It lacked all suggestion of exer- 
tion. Every fine was one of ease and beauty. 
The balance and pose of the old Greeks in 
their dancing was as beautiful as in their 


sculpture, which has been the ideal of all 


time. This is well illustrated in Mile Ron- 
say's pose—o ne knee raised, one arm lifted, 
and the other resting gracefully at her side. 
The pose of the arm is a. perfect 8, and 
forms what is caded Hogarth’s line of 
beauty,

Same Exquisite Ease Depicted. 
„II the figure where the man and woman 
are dancing together you see the sime ex- 
quisite ease aud repose; perfe*t balance is 
kept, the two figures are working toward 
symmetry and beauty, with only a sugges 
tion of grace and beauty. 

“ The Greeks had some violent dances, 
ealled the Pyrric and the Bacchante, but 
these dances were indulged in only by the 
men, never by the women. I have never 
seen the grizzly bear dance and the turkey 
trot,. but judging from what I have heard 
and pictures I have seen I should say that 
they ate ugly and really not worth ‘while 
considering seriously. They are unrhythmical 
and explosive and have no suggestion of 
beauty. 

“ When a woman dances these with a man 
it suggests everything unattractive. The

Mrs. Lou Wall Moore, who is one of the 
best exponents of the classic Greek dancing 
in this country, said: “It is as unfair te 
compare these two types of dancing as it 
would be to contrast a beautiful woman by 
Titian and an extreme modern poster. The 
dances set forth by Mile. Rousay are Greek 
poses as danced during tlie renaissance. 

s 
How French Minuet Originated. 

Out of their poses and movements came 
the charming French minuet. These dances 
are simple and easy and are therefore 
beautiful. For Herbert Spencer spoke truly 
when he said: Grace is economy of mo- 
tion, and produces no strained feeling ia 
the lookeron.’ The Greeks had violent 
dances, called the Cordax, but they were 
used only in low comedy and satire. They 
were acrobatic and they were never danced 
by women nor witnessed by them. 

“Even the Greek costume was designed to 
create beauty—it aimed to show the lines of 
the figure for the purpose of letting the 
figure express itself. 

“The turkey trot or the grizzly bear 
dance does none of these things, because 
both are unrefined, violent, and disjointed. 
They are acrobatic, expressing strength and 
violence, while beautiful dancing is always 
interpretative, suggesting rest and repose. 
Many of the Greek dances were danced with 
the arms instead of with the legs, because 


the Greeks wanted to express repose and 


harmony, not violence and explosion. 
Plato answered the question these wom- 
en are raising many centuries ago when he 
bewailed the acrobatic and warlike dancing, 
and hoped that only easy and beautiful dances 
should be introduced into his republic.”

High in this list was Gorgo, who waa 
afterwards the wife of the great warrior and 
hero, Leonidas. Her husband told her time 
and again she was the one who really fought 
the battles for Rome, for without her in- 
spiration and love he would have accom- 
plished little. 

When her distinguished husband weat 
away to his last battle with forebodings cf 
his fate, he could find no better parting words 
than these: “ Marry nobly and bear brave 
gons.” 

She inspired one of her many friends to 
write these words about her and other great 
Roman ‘matrons: “You Laced@monians are 
the only women in the world to rule men.” 

Plutarch says that in his day the Roman 
men had such splendid veneration for women 
that “the Spartans ligtened to their wives 
and women were permitted to meddle more 
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with public business than men with domes- 
tic.” | 

“In women, too, there lives the strength 
of battle,” says Sophocles, as he looked among 
the rugged hills of Sparta and recalled the 
splendid courage of Antigones and Iphigenia. 

The Joan of Arc of Roman times was 
Fannia, who was a granddaughter of the fa- 
mous Arria and the devoted wife of the able 
Roman, Potus.

THE FIRST AMENDMENT. 

At the recent election there was sub- 
mitted to the voters, chiefly through the 
activity of the Civic federation, three ques- 
tions of public policy, two 6f which require 
a constitutional amendment to be -put into 
- effect. | 
Since there is a constitutional provision 
prohibiting the ameadment of more than one 


article of the constitution at a time, and 


since these two propositions affevted two 
articles of the constitution, ft was obvious 
that the Civic federation was not anxious 
to take the directest route to constitutional : 
veform. 

This could have been done by placing on 
-the little ballot the proposal for an amend- 
ment of the amending clause of the consti- 
tution permitting more than one article to 
be amended at a time. 

The Forty-eighth assembly will have be- 
fore it this question, however, with full 
authority to submit such an amendment 
to the people. We believe it would be 
promptly accepted and the way cleared to 
ee With Our far too right ens. 
mental law. 

The questions on which the people have 
voted advice for constitutional amendment 
include the tax amendment, the initiative

DIRECT ACTION. 

Syndicalism is a movement whose aim is 
to make the labor unions the government of 
the nation. The active principle of syndical- 
ism is Direct Action. 

Direct Action does not mean violence. It 
does not mean beating up a “scab.” It 
does not mean planting of dynamite to win 


a strike. It means something infinitely more 


portentous than either or all of these things. 

Direct Action implies the absence to a 
point of cynicism—of all faith in our gov- 
ernment, and congress, and courts, and 
judges, and in political government as tuch. 
It implies firm conviction that the govern- 
ment, congress, courts, and judges are on 
the side of the employer and against the 
workingman; that, as the leader of syndical- 
ism in this country, William D. Haywood, 
puts it, all Democratic and Republican 
officials, from dog catcher to president, are 
but the hired agents of ~ empire of in- 
dustry.” 

Not only conservative trade anionists of | 
the Gompers school but even trade union- 
ists who are disciples of Socialism believe 
in labor legislation. They believe in the 
passing of laws to protect workingmen at 
their work, to provide them with pensions 
when they grow old. ‘ 

The syndicalist sneers at “ political ac- 
tion.” You can expect nothing from gov- 
ernment, even from the most progressive 
government, he says. You must fight for the 
things you want “directly.” If you want 
an increase in wages, strike, and strike until 
you get it. Do not-go to congress and ask 
it to enact a law which would require the 
employer to give you the wages you want. 
Take the most direct means of wresting 
your demands from the employer. ‘Lay 
down your tools, strike until the employe: 


' grants your terms. 


But this is not all there is to Direct Action. 
A strike is not the only direct means of. 
gaining your point. There is sabotage. 
Sabotage is a method of striking while being 
on the job. There are times when to call 
a strike is unwise. ‘The employer may have 
too many strikebreakers on hand, or he may 
be in a position to get the police to give him 
ample protection. Syrfdicalism jn that case 
tells the workers to remain in the shops, but 
to strike at the,employer’s profits by spoil- 
ing goods and machinery, or by bungling the 
work to such an extent that production be- 
comes anprofitable to the employer. 

Another form of Direct Action, and a twin 
sister of sabotage, is the irritation strike. 
The irritation strike means sporadic walk 
outs. The men go out on strike and the 
employer calls for police protection. Before 
the police arrive the men ere in their places 
at work. But they repeat the same thing 
two days later, and tle following day, and 
so on for a few weeks, or a month, until 
these numerous short duration strikes tire, 
the employer and he grants their demands. . 

Direct Action does not necessarily imply 
violence, it was stated above. It does, how- 

ever, key up the industrial controversy to a 
aie where reason is lost and fanatic devo- 
tion to an idea is carried beyond the limits of 
responsibility. 

The Socialist party, whose avowed pur- 
pose is the abolition of private property and 
the collective ownership of the means of 
‘production, found the methode of syndi- 
calists. too strong. for ita consumption, At 
the last presidential convention the Social- 
ists of the United States adopted a resolu- 
tion disapproving of sabotage and kindred 
war metbode of syndicalism and making ex- 
pulsion from the party the punishment for 
the advocacy of such methods of warfare. 

. A’similar stand on the question of sabot- 
age hag been taken by Socialists in Buropeaa 
countries.

THE SONG OF THE JOB. 

A new literature is springing ‘up in the 
United States, a new poetry. It is thelitera- 
ture of labor—the song of the job. 

Every labor union in the country has an 
organ, a journal championing the interests 
ot the men and women working ‘in that 
trade, deacribing their lives, singing their 
hopes and aspirations. 

Not alone the men whose labor is 0 
dut the thousands perha pe more correctly 
millions of floating workers, who follow 
the job to the harvest fields of the far west 

in the summer, and to the timber lands of | 
the north in the winter. These floating la- 
: borers too have a literature, They have 
their poets, floaters and wanderers like 
themselves, who sing their woes and paiat 
their misery. 

The grammar of this literature of bor 
and songs of toil is not always faultless; its 
diction not always dignified. Some of these 
songs are but a scow! of the man under the 
wheel. But the chances are that the his- 
torian of the future will find these scowls 
of great value. This obecure literature of 
labor will help him ascertain the state of 
mind of the worker of today, the ferment 
and unrest which stir our toiling masses. 

These songs of the job, which teem in our 
labor publicatiens, tel] of toi] and degrada- 
tion and discontent. They tell of grievances 
-of the workers and of the heartiessness and 
injustice of employers. They paint the 
‘trials f Joblessuess, the tyranny of the 
| ‘em hark,“ of the tabor agent, 
whom the state permits to prey upon the 
man who is forced into idleness through the 
whims or necessities of industry and through 
no fault of His on. They have bitter wards 
for the police who add insult to Injury hy 
arresting the jobless man as a vagrant, and 
for the ignorant or indifferent judge who 
sends this man to jail, 

They seethe with hatred, these songs ot 
the job. They fan the flames of discon- 
tent among the working people. They lash 
industrial conditiéns of today and the reck - 
less disregard for the welfare of the workers 
by our lawmaking bodies with bitter irony 
and cynicism. The import of most of these 
songs of toil is that ours is a “land of graft 
and fake,” that ten million workers eweat 
and toil” to increase the wealth of one ma 
and that “the home of the free and the land 
of the brave” has been turned by “heartless 
lords of industry” into a bull-pen' for the 
“enslaved masses. 

The grim earnestness of this literature of 
the toilers is not to be questioned. Its bitter 
atraignment of our present day justice or 
injustice toward the working masses all too 
frequently carries with it weight and. con- 
viction and makes one feel that our serene 
belief that we have no classes in this country 
is not warranted by facts. ;

Kidney disease looms large in the rita! 
statistics of recent years. The census * 
reports the various kidney diseased as 
sponsible for 2500 desthe in 1910 in ki. 
cago. If we compare the Chicago rate for 
1910 with that for 1890 we find that there 
has been a per thousand increase of .745; 
301 for 1890, 1.180 for 1910. 

— 

Evidently. our people need to know more 
about diseases of the kidney. and to plan 
hetter to avoid them. The work of the kid- 
ney is to separate from the blood certain 
waste products. 

In the main these products are the result 

muscle wear and tear, They are mildly 
poisonous to the working tissues of the body 
toward which they stand in much the same 
relation as ashes to a fire. 

In the main when they are not excreted 
they work to slow up activities, to put ener- 
gies to sleep, to automatically put the brakes 
on, though, if their effects are allowed to con- 
tinue, they do berome more definitely and 
positively harmful. 

It is in this way that much of the body ash 
the salt and other minerals no longer need- 
ed for building into higher substances or 
burned out in the using up of such higher 
substanees—is thrown out as ashes fall 
through the grate bars. 

In addition to the ee tun ee the 


— substances, lesser in quantity, and, in 
some instances, more poisonous in quality. 
Finally, there is the: water itself in which 
these other substances are dissolved. 
_ 

The kidneys serve as an overflow valve 
to maintain just the proper volume of water 
in the blood. This work they share with the 
Sweat glands. We must not lose sight of 
this as the real reason why the kidneys 
throw out these pints of water a day. 

The thousand grains of solids could be 
dissolved in a third that quantity of water. 
The urine of birds is almost solid. The urine 
of many of the lower animals contains much 
less liquid than that of man. 

Man needs water to help to get hig food 
digested, dissolved, absorbed, citculated, aud 
used by the tissues; But when that 
volume of fluid is poured into the bl 
sels the tension gets too high, whereupon 
the safety valve opens up and the overflow 
runs through the kidneys until the eduilib- 
rium is reéstablished. 

Incidentally, all this water makes easy 
the solution of-salts, the urea and the uric 
acid, which the kidneys are separating out of 
the blood. There is buch an excess of water 
that the chemistry of the wastes may be 
quite different from the normal and the mix- 
ture still be free from undissolved matter, 
called gravel. : 

We see that the kidneys are really ex- 
traordinarily important organs. They can 
be damaged pretty seriously and for a con- 
siderable time without showing any sign of . 
it. Raking out the ashes is about the least 
important work around a boiler room. 
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Another reason why we can take a0 many 
liberties with our kidpeys is because we have 
euch an excess kidney capacity. Herter 
showed that twenty-three-twenty-fourths of 
a dog's kidneys were constantly held in re- 
serve. The ordinary day’s work made use of 
one-twenty-fourth, Also as studies rose in 
„the scale of animal life, the ratio of excess 


rose. 

The inference was that man had more 
than twenty-four times as much kidney sub- 
stance as he needed, assuming that each kid- 
ney cell was to work at full capacity all day 
and all the time. 

Therefore we are not surprised to learn 
that Bright's disease is generally aceidental- 
ly discovered. Prof. Hawthorn, lecturing 
to his students at Tulane, used his own urine 
to demonstrate a healthy specimen and 
found that he had Bright’s disease and died

ING GEORGE has just iseved official 

orders to the effect that the beautiful 

Henry VII. chapel in Westminster 

abbey shall be restored to the ancient 

Order of the Bath. It was used for the 
various ceremonies in connection with the 
order unt 1612, and the banners of the 
knights of the order who were alive at the 
time still hang in the chapel, above the won- 
derfully carved old oaken stalls once occupied 
by their owners; among the banners being 
those of the first Duke of Wellington, and of 
that great sea fighter, the Earl of Dundonald, 
better known throughout the various repub- 
les of South America, whose navies he cre- 
ated, by the name of Lord Cochrane. Repre- 
sentatives of their families have now been re- 
quested to make arrangements to receive 
these banners, which are to make way for the 
living Knights Grand Cross of the order, ac- 
oording to their seniority. Next May, that is 
to say, 4 little over a hundred years since 
the chapel was last used for any ceremonies 


tion, investiture,-and inetaliation of knights. 
will take place there in the presence of the 
king and of the grand master of the order, 
namely, the Duke of Connaught,.who is er- 
pected to return to England from Canada 
for the occasion, 

In olden times the Investiture of the great 
orders was attended by a religious ceremony 
‘of installation; those for the Order of the 
Garter taking place in St. Paul's chapel at 
Windsor and those of the Bath in the Henry 
VII. chapel of Westminster abbey. Last 
year King George revived the religious cere- 
mony in t. ge’s chapel in connection 
with the besto f the Order of the Garter 
‘upon his eldest eon. the Prince of Wales. The 
Order of t. Andrew has now its chapel in 
St. Giles cathedral at Edinburgh; the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George has its chapel 
in St. Paul's cathedral, where an annual 
service for the knights takes place, and now 
the Order of the Bath, which dates from the 
‘reign of Richard II., has restored to it its 
‘former chapel in Westminster abbey. This 
chapel is one of the most, wonderful pieces of 
architecture in the world, and the fan vault- 
ing of the roof, with ite carved stone pend- 
ants, ie regarded as the greatest achievement 
im existence of the Masonic craft, the whole 
being put together with the precision of an 
astronomical instrument.

Capt. A. E. Labouchere, who 1s agein in 
New York, officially designated by the Neth- 
erlands government to represent the Dutch 
cavalry, in which he holds a commission, at 
the great annual horse show in Madison 
Square en, which opened yesterday, is 
only 4 ly related to the late Henry La- 
bouchere, former member of parliament for 
Northampton and founder of London Truth. 
Henry Labouchere was, indeed, so conspic- 
uous an Englishman that it is difficult to un- 
derstand any member of his family balling 
from Holland. 

The fact of the matter is that the 1 
boucheres are an old house of the Huguenot 
nobility, which emigrated from France to 
Holland at the-time of the repeal of the edict 
of Nantes, at the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. Plerre Ceesar de Labouchere was a 
partner in the great banking and mercantile 
house of Hope, at Amsterdam, at the end of 
the eighteenth century. The firm moved to 
London during the revolutionary war and 
there Pierre Labouchere married in 1796 Sir 
Francis Baring s daughter. who bore him two 
sons—namely: the late Lord Taunton and 
John, father of Henry Labouchere of London 
Truth, In 1801 Napoleon order hie minister, 
Fouché, Duke of Otrante, to sound England 
with a view to peace, and accordingly Fouché 
invoked the services of Pierre de Labouchere, 
who is thus styled by Thiers in his monu- 
mental work, “ History of the Consulate and 
of the Empire.” ;

Rare indeed ts the Oregonian who does 
not know something of the life and accom- 
plishments of this remarkable woman. Her 
fame as a champion of equal suffrage has 
traveled far and wide. The story of her 
life is an additional proof of the truth of 
that trite axiom, “ Truth is stranger than 
fiction.”” but Mre. Duniway herself telle it 
better than any one else could, so here it is 
briefly from her own lips: 


— 


Leave Illinois for West. 


Just after I had passed my seventeenth 
birthday my father and mother and we 
children left our home in Illinois and started 
across the plains with a team of oxen; that 
was in 1852. My dear mother was stricken 
with the cholera and died in the Black Hills 
of Wyoming, leaving her motheriess brood 
to continue their journey west with their 
father and settle in the wilds of Oregon ter- 
ritory, then comprising what is now Oregon. 
Washington, and Idaho. 


“In 1853 I was married to Mr. Duniway 
and we settled on a farm in Clackamas coun- 
ty. After four years we sold the Clackamas 
county farm and purchased what is now 
known as the Millard-Lonsdale farm, where 
we lived for five yeare in much the same 
fashion as we had in Clackamas county. 
In all probability we would have lived and 
died there, us it was a beautiful farm. but 
for a heavy debt which took the farm and 
its belongings and left us stranded in the 
village of Lafayette, where my husband de-

accident with a team and from which he 
died a few years later. 

“Not knowing bow to spell defeat, I 
opened a private school ond boarding house. 
It deing impossible to secure assistance in 
the home, I would arise et 8 o'clock in the 
summer and at 4 o’clock in winter to care 
for the hdéuse, family, and boarders. At 9 
clock I would open obo and teach, with 
the intermission of the noon hour, until 5 
o’clock im the afternoon, when I would return 
to cook and otherwise care for my numerous 
household duties, :

No Money in Teaching. 

“ After four years spent in Lafayette we 
vod our belongings and removed to Albany, 
where I taught for several years. I studied 
in order to keep ahead of my pupils, and 
after mastering simple mathematics I man- 
aged to conquer algebra and geometry. One 
of my speciaities was my own method of 
teaching grammar. 

„Finding schoo) teacning not sufficiently 
remuneratlve for the néede of my growing 
family, I sold the echoolhoure and embarked 
in millinery, which I followed for six years 
with success. When I gold this business I 
came to Portland and established the New 
Northwest, a weekly paper. That was in 
May, 1871. I published the paper for sixteen 


years.. At the end of that time I gave up | 


active business and have since devoted my 
time to work in the interests of womankind, 
being, ag every one knows, a pionéer advo- 
cate of suffrage. The very facts and theo- 
ries, for teaching which I was practically 
astracized, are the accepted theortes of to- 


day. Many declared in my younger days that 


through my teechings I was prepering my 
children for the penitentiary, but inetead one 
of my sone is the state printer of Oregon, 
another is president of the University. of 
Wyoming, another is a successful merchant 
in New York, still another le associated with 
the Telegram here and the fifth is a lawyer 
in this city.”
